"Everyman" And Serious Drama 

The* revival of the successful production of 
"Everyman" this week has raised that old and 
never-settled problem of the value of morality in 
drama. 

It is weU-known how-; among ithe early mys- 
tery plays personified abstrac^iinad begun to 
appear in the midst , of the scriptural Ilgures. The 
function of the morality play was to detach, these 
abstractions from their religious setting, and to 
make them the sole feature In a new species of 
art. The general therao of the morality became 
the struggle between the îorccs of good and evil 
for tho possession of the human soul. 

With this popularising of tbeme and char- 
acter, the plays became recognizably more humah. 
Everyman embodies the charactéristlcs of the or- 
dinary man — hé might bé you or I. When faced 
by the' spectacle of Death he seeks for relay to 
prépare b^nieelf. ' 'When told h3 may ask his friends 
to iabeomî^i^y him, the first person he thinks of 
is Good rdlowBhip, a rèal enough person, no mere 
ahatraotion. Though divided by the thinnest parti- 
tion wall from allegory, Everyman Is a mixture 
of good ànd bad qualities. It stands to reason, then, 
tha tit^hMwt ers like Good Deeds or Knowledge 
càhnôïWBelShuman,- for -they represent only one 
phase of the personality, and so fail to attain con- 
crète reality, and to convey forcible lessons In hu- 
man ethics. 

Gradually, oAce the f famèwork .fàr. the môfall- 
ties ■was Invented, and a greater liberty In choice 
of theme asserted, it was inevitable that otlief 
than abstract figures should gradually be intro- 
dùceà on the stage. ' Iniieed, • • abstraction - like 
Abominable Living, Folly, > Good -Beeds; FreewlU, 
imagination only became dramatically effective in 
proportion as they ceased to be allègorical symbols 
âhd took the concrete shape of typical human re- 
prèàehtatlves 6f the vice or virtue In qùiètlôn. 
« ♦ ' 

Should drama have a sèfious purpose? Much 
hfis been argued for and against the issue, but it 
pejtniîan'.a^ufed fact that a play that one re- 
THêSbers i's one which has a sèHbmnas .of , pur^ 
pose. Shakèspèare Is pre-eminent becau8 e| Mj |6a 
deftly mingled comèdy, ' tragedy, phil«Apliy|»rantf 
morality. Ibsen's comedy is deeper and grimmer, 
niicrfe serious than tragedy, — a reproach, a chal- 
lènge, a criticiim addrèssed to society. Plays; whose 
sole claim to existciWc is an effort to amuse arè 
topical and' ephèmèral. "The Importance of Being 
Earnest"., is not earnestly important today— unlèss 
they, are distinguished by some brilliance of char- 
icterlzatlon: 'The Men-y Wives of Windsor" is 
remembered lor Falstaff's sake. Humourî it was 
recogniised in the days of the morality play, can 
bé a very important element In a play, relieving 
the otherwise sombre atmosphere of moral and re- 
ligious diécourse. And. too often plays that' Intenfl 
to teach bènd over backwards in their endeavours 
to drlvè-a'-pôlnt home. The plays of Brleux are 
forgotten thliigs today, rernembered only as dated; 
sociological tthéàes. . Galsworthy is seldom acted 
today for the very reason that, in his early works 
at least, he took himself far too seriously:'- although 
"Justice;' and other works of Its', nature brought 
oniçfçnns, only the méllowlpg of- the years made 
OaiswOT^hy the tTcat delineator of character and 
the-adept " theatre technician he became. Play- 
Ijwights of the class, of Ohannlng Pollock are dead- 
?lj''dull, and comnjit the unpardonable sin^pf 
writing undisguised sermons. 

There is a happy medium, tliat catered to by 
the showmanly-adépt Mr. Shaw, who recognizes 
the ^ç^gl^ a cliaser to his strong drinks of social 
sàtirSïi^SMd-naturèd humour has évér been an 
effective 'covering .for the shap-barbed satirists, 
whose indirect attacks on our morals have been 
the more effective for their very masquerading. 

i^iî''?I'C)l^t"Aî^l°^^^ Molléré, 
"Swifi;, siiieridàn and 'Shâw have "châstéhè morals 
with ridicule. Shaw's "Major Barbaia". written 
in 1005, recently , evoked the following comment; 
, irm winstbA Chuifohill : ''Recently : I went to 
Màjor Bàrbàrà. Twenty years hàd passed since. 1 
had fiéén it — the most terflhc twenty years the 
world hàs sèên . . . but In Major Barbara there 
was not a character requiring to.. be redrawn... .not 
a suggéstlbn that was out of daté"; " -' .. 

It seems to us tremendously significant ' that 
"Everyman" was performed in a church, uhdér-'às 
nearly as possible the conditions existing at the 
time of its inception. Originally, as has been 
pohited out, tho. morality play had no connection 
witii tliè church, ' but that ■ churchmen todaj; _ré- 
cognizë it as more vital that, a'^sefmori Is a magnl- 
•ficent tribute to-thé-powèrs of the drama.; .
